Tho members of the Houso of Commons
were summoned to the bar of the House of
Lords, and, being present, the Lord Chan-

cellor. r6ad tbe Queen's speech and an-

nounced the formal prorogation of Parlia-
ment until Jnly 15. The royal commis-
sioners then exchanged farewell saluta-
tions With the Speaker of the House of
Commons and the ceremonial was closed.

The Queen's speech proroguing Parlia-

ment says: "The time has arrived when it
is expedient that tbe electorial body of tho
country bo consulted by the assemblage of
a new Parliament. I have, therefore, sum-
moned yon for prorogation at an earlier
period than usual. I am glad to record
that my friendly relations with foreign

remain unaltered. Treaties have
1owers ratified referring the dillerences
with the" United States with respect to the
Behring sea to arbitration."

Consternation In ltossla Over tbo Rapid
Spread of Cltoler In Central Aula.

St. PnTKK8nuRGt June 28. Seventy-fiv- e

deaths from cholera have occurred in cen-

tral Asia. These deaths are exclusive of
the fatal cases of the disease which have
been reported at Bakn, where 104 persons,
seventy of whom succumbed to the mal-

ady, wero stricken during one tv Of k. Tbe
persons chiefly attacked are emigrants.
Consternation prevails in some parts of
the empire owing to the rapid spread of
the disease at Baku, capital of tbe govern-
ment of Baku, on tbe west coast of the
Caspian 6ea. Thirty-liv- e new cases were
reported yesterday. Bakn is a great
petroleum-shippin- g point. The streets are
narrow aud crooked, and the town is gen-
erally ill built. Sanitary rules are more
honored in tbe breach than in tbe observ-
ance, though since tho Minister of tbe
interior has taken the matter in bant
eome little improvement is seen. Tee city
contains Parsee temples, to which pilgrim-
ages are made by that sect, and it is highly
probable that tbe disease was introduced
hy the pilgrims. Thousands of workmen
employed in tho city and at the petroleum
eprings on the peninsula of Apsheron, on
which Bakn is situated, have become so
Irightened that they are leaving in droves.

Sympathy for Gladstone.
Lonton. June 28. Mr. Gladstone has re-

ceived numberless messages of iuquiry and
sympathy since the news of tbe injury
which he sustained has become known.
Among the many prominent personages
--who have communicated with tho aged
statesman are the Queen and Lord Salis-
bury.
